Calgary Power Ltd. —> Wabamun Power Plant 


The $8,000,000 Wabamun Power 
Plant is the first major steam 
plant to be built and operated by 
Calgary Power Ltd. It represents 
an important part of a construc¬ 
tion program being carried out by 
the Company to meet the power' 
demand in Alberta. The plant, 
located 42 miles west of Edmonton 
cn the shores of Lake Wabamun, 


Set Up Temporary Board 


was completed in October 1956 and 
took two and a half years to build. 
It has an initial generating capa¬ 
city of 66,000 kilowatts. 1960, 
its capacity is expected to be 262,- 
000 kilowatts. 

Plans for hydro plant exten¬ 
sions are also going apace. The 
$1,700,000 extension at the Cascade 
plant near Banff will double the 


output from 18,000 kilowatts to 
36,000 kilowatts. Extension work 
scheduled for completion by 1959, 
at the Spray and Rundlfe plants, 
will add another 72,000 kilowatts. 
By the fail -of 1960 the Company’s 
hydro capacity will be 320,000 kilo¬ 
watts. The Company’s total gener¬ 
ating capacity will double in the 
next* five years.
